London, Doc. 4.— James G. Sto.ve, the 
United States consul-general nt Cape- 
town, landed nt Southampton to-day. 
Ho will sail for the United States on 
December 15 on the steamship St. 
Louis. In an interview to-day he said: 

" I give the war in Africa four months 
to come to an end. In my opinion it is 
bound to be snuffed out during that 
period. I do not believe Kitchener will 
do much more than any other general. 
The present plan of the British cam- 
paign is bound to bring about the result. 

" Moreover, there are 10.000 Boer 
prisoners in Ceylon, St. Helena and at 
Capetown, nil of whom arc anxious to 
have an end of hostilities." 

Ottawa, Dec. 4— (Special)— An im- 
pression prevails in the militia depart- 
ment that the Artillery nnd Mounted 
Rifles will not return homo until Febru- 
ary or March, ns Kitchener will keep 
them until the year of service is up. 

The post office department has issued 
a notice that the penny rate now applies 
to letters to South Africa. 



A PABIS MURDER. 

Mutilated Body of Young Man Found 
in Packages. 

Paris, Dec. -1. — The severed head, arms 
and legs of a young man huve been dis- 
covered in some waste ground near til 
Rue des Plntriers at Belevelle, nnd a 
package containing a disembowelled and 
otherwise mutilated trunk was found in 
n gateway on the Rue du Faubourg, 
St. Denis, a mile and a half distant. 
The two discoveries apparently refer to 
the same murder. The first package 
was deposited late last night by six 
men, who were seen from a dwellin; 
house opposite. The crime has caused 
a great sensation. 



GRAND FORKS' WANTS.

exhibit at the Pan-American exhibition 
nt Buffalo. 

Hon. Mr. MoBrldc, In reply, said he 
would submit the representations to his 
colleagues for consideration. Die was 
banqueted in the evening by the board 
of trade.

Mr. Maxwell 

Taken to Task 



Serious Charges Made Against 
Him by Former Customs 
Official. 



Says the Member for Burrard 
Used Influence fori Himself 
and Friends. 



From Our Own Corresnondent. 

Vancouver, Dec. 4. — At the eleventh 
hour, some of 'Mr. Maxwell's former 
political friends have turned upon him 
and endeavor to show the electors why 
they should not return Mr. Maxwell to 
the House of Commons. 

Mr. Charles Grant is one of Mr. Max- 
well's appointees, who was side-tracked 
lor another gentleman, high in favor, by 
Mr. Maxwell, in the customs service. 
Sir. Grunt, feeling that the time was 
ripe to get even with the member for 
Burrard, resigned without notice, and 
hurried to Vancouver. Speaking nt the 
Socialist Labor meeting last night, he 
stated that he was prepared to prove 
that Mr. Maxwell was a member of the 
Siftoa ring, who played the grab game 
in the Yukon. 

He said Mr. Maxwell was in the ring 
when 100 acres of White Horse copper 
lands wore given by the government, 
through Mr. Maxwell's influence, to 
Frank Burnett, Joseph Martin, D. G. 
Macdonell and others, and Sir. Maxwell 
was in the ring when large tracts of, 
land were secured in the 'White Horse 
townsite from the government by Mr. 
Maxwell and others. 

.Mr. Grant, in speaking of Yukon 
whiskey permits, said that last, season 
some 1)8,000,000 worth of liquor had 
gone into the Yukon, costing about 
$000,000, and that much of it had gone 
in duty free, as when whiskey was de- 
barred by order-in-council, it came in 
just the same. He had tried, in his 
capacity as a government official, to 
stop this flagrant violation of the law, 
but could got no encouragement from his 
superiors, and the police, evidently un- 
der instruction,, took no action to pre- 
vent this outrage. Mr. Grant said that 
he knew he was up against it hard when 
be bucked Sifton's interests, but he was 
trying to do his duty, and he believed 
i: was in the interests of all honest men 
to strive to get rid of this Sifton ring, 
which was a disgrace to the country, 
and of which Mr. Maxwell was a men- 
ber. 

At a big Labor mass meeting last 
night at Union hall, a resolution was 
passed condemning the attempt of cer- 
tain labor men to try nnd drug the La- 
bor party into the Liberal camp. A re- 
solution "was passed binding on all but 
four present, to stand for Labor only, 
and not to favor either political party. 

THE INVASION 

OF BRITAIN 



General Mercier Makes a Bid 
For Anglophobe Popularity 
in France. 



Paris, Dec. 4.— General Mercier caused 
a sensation in the senate to-day during 
the debate on the naval bill, by pointing 
out the ease with which England could 
be invaded. He demanded that they 
introduce into the plans for mobilization 
of the army t lit? navy methods for the 
rapid debarkation of au expeditionary 
corps. 

The president declared that such pro- 
posals were out of order, and the senate 
adjourned. 

In the course of an extraordinary 
speech, Gen. Mercier snid: "In view 
of the possibility of war with Great 
Britain, the use of the army is not suf- 
ficiently taken into account. The Truns- 
voul war has shown that the British 
army, although brave, is not equal to the 
task which England expected it to per- 
form. The British navy is powerful, 
hut it has many coasts to defend. 

"France, therefore, is, numerically, 
England's equal at certain points, and is 
even their superior in the instruments 
of destruction, A landing in England 
is, therefore, not beyond realization. 

"1 venture to think that the work I 
prepared while commanding an army 
corps could serve as a basis for such a 
project, which would not be expensive." 

At this point protests were raised, and 
M. Filliers asked Gen. Mercier not to 
enter into the details of the scheme. 
Gen. Mercier replied that the scheme 
could be "held over the head of Eng- 
land," and he proposed a resolution that 
the senate invite the government to 
complete immediately reparations for 
the mobilization of the army and navy, 
bv preparing everything necessary to 
embark as rapidly us possible an ex- 
peditionary corps. Protests were raised 
lioai various branches, nnd M. do Lnn- 
cssan. minister of marine, forwarded 
the President's ruling that the motion 
wus out of order in the present debate.

But Fall to Reach

However There ISeems Hope of 
Something Definite Before 
Very Long. 



Germany Looks Upon Chinese 
Expedition as an! Armed 
Intervention. 



Pekin, Dec. 4.- -As was expected, the 
meeting of the foreign envoys to-day did 
not result in any definite conclusion, 
owing to the fact that not all of the 
governments have notified their repre- 
sentatives as to the form of the prelim- 
inary note to the Chinese plenipoten- 
tiaries. Mr. Conger, the United States 
minister, after the meeting said: "Ap- 
parently it is the desire of all, to arrive 
at a satisfactory conclusion. 1 believe 
the next meeting will be the last, but it 
will not be called until the ministers 
have received definite instructions cover- 
ing all contingencies. Personally, I am 
satisfied with the result of the proceed- 
ings to-day." 

London-, Dec. 4.— United States Am- 
bassador Choate bad a long conversation 
to-dav with the secretary of state, for 
foreign affairs, the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, in which the proposed < alterna- 
tives and amendments in Secretary 
Hay's recent note nnd the notes or other 
powers were fully discussed. Nothing 
definite was* arrived at. Lord Lans- 
downe showed the most friendly spirit, 
and no difference of any Importance 
came up. Mr. Choate is notifying Sec- 
retary Hay of Lord Lansdowne's views. 
Further consultations will follow soon. 

Washington, Dec. 4.— The cabinet 
meeting to-day developed nothing of 
special importance. It was announced 
that Gen. Chaffee has telegraphed the 
secretary of war, asking for authority to 
provide more suitable quarters for the 
legation guard in Pekin during the win- 
ter months. 

Berlin, Dec. 4.— During the debate in 
the reichstag to-day oh the supplement- 
ary credit for China, Baron von Riehto- 
fen, secretary of foreign affairs, in- 
formed nerr JJebel, the Socialist, tnat 
the China expedition w'as not regarded 
exactly as an act of war, but us an 
armed intervention against an anarchist 
state of affairs, not preventing a certain 
amount of intercourse between Germany 
and the lawful government of China. 
The minister of war, Gon. von Gossler, 
declared that, while epidemics were rife 
among the troops in China, the deaths 
were only 3 per cent, of the entire expe- 
ditionary corps. 

Shanghai, Dec. 4.— An imperial edict 
deprives Gen. Ting Fu Hsiang of his 
rank and titles, but permits him to re- 
tain command of the troops. He has 
been ordered to disband five thousand 
and to withdraw to the provinco ol 
Kan Su with the remainder. 

BISHOPS COLLEGE. 

John Hamilton of Qnebec Installed in 
Succession to Dr. Heucker. 

Lenrioxville, Que., Dec. 4— John Hamil- 
ton, of Quebec, to-day was installed as 
chancellor of Bishops University, in suc- 
cession to Dr. lleneker. 

THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

Canada's Name as Assenting Tn'.-ty 
Omitted by Mistake. 

Montreal, Pec. 4.— The Star's London 
cable says surprise is expressed that the 
Pacific cable board accepted the tender 
of the Telegraph Construction & Main- 
tenance Company to construct the Paci- 
fic cable for £1,705,000 before the end of 
1902, inasmuch as this company was al- 
ways understood to be allied to the Ten- 
der cable group. 

It is believed, however, that full evi- 
dence has been furnished that the 
assumption is unwarranted. No other 
tender promised such early and effective 
work. 

The omission of Canada s inline from 
the list of contributory governments in 
to-day's official announcement was acci- 
dental. A correction will appear in to- 
morrow's papers. 

It is understood that the Dominion 
ministry has given a renewal of assur- 
ances to friends of their firm intention 
to push the fast Atlantic project to com- 
pletion at the earliest possible moments 
One high authority declared to-day: 
" They realize that its fulfilment is 
essential to Canadian expansion."

The Kaigan 

Expedition 



It Was Ineffective as the Chinese 
Evaded An Engage- 
ment. 



Three Manderins and a Number 
of Boxers Executed by 
Germans. 



London, Dec. 4. — A special despatch 
from Nan Kow Pass, dated November 
;i0, says the Kaigan expedition was 
ineffective, the Chinese evading all at- 
tempts to engage them. The towns en 
route were occupied unopposed, and 
some tons of skins and silver were 
levied. 

The cavalry captured the baggage of 
the retreating Chinese force at Swell 
11 wa Su, killed thirty of the guard and 
secured 20,000 tnels. 

Three mandarins, instigators of the 
massacreo of converts at Tsi Ming, and 
twenty-three Boxers were executed, but 
the Germans generally ignored evidences 
• if anti-foreign activity. 

There are continuous disturbances in 
the interior, where a bad impression lias 
been made by the excessive withdrawal 
of foreign troops, and the complacency 
of the allies. The missionaries antici- 
pate a renewal of the outrages. : 

Tien Tain, Dec. 3. — Lau Wan lluaan, 
the author of the outrages upon the 1'ao 
Ting Fu missionaries, arrived to-day, 
and wan paraded through Victoria road 
in a cart under a strong German guard, 
previous to being handed over to the 
provisional government for decapitation, 

Shanghai, Dec. 4. — It is reported in 
Tien Tsin that the Germans lost 110 
killed and many wounded west of l'ao 
Ting Fu, where they were attacked by 
twenty-live hundred Bpxore. 

A quantity of loose powder exploded 
in the last arsenal occupied by the Rus- 
sians. It is supposed the* explosion was 
caused by two Chinese, who were smok- 
ing. Both Chinese were killed. The 
shock was felt at Tien Tsin, four miles 
distant. 

Berlin, Dec. 4. — A despatch from Field 
Marshal Count von Waldersee, dated 
Pekiu, December 3, says a considerable 
force of Chinese regulars has taken 
up a position at Bang Chow, 95 kilo- 
metres southward of Tien Tsin, and that 
two detachments of troops from Tien 
Tsin, commanded by Col. Lohrsheidt 
nnd Major Fnlkenhnnu, are proceeding 
against the Chinese. 

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 

A Story From London Regarding a 
Route to Australia. 

London, Dec. 4.— It is reported that 
Signor Marconi is arranging to put up 
wireless telegraph stations along the 
route from Great Britain to Australia, 
to enable voyagers to send and receive 
messages throughout the trip. It is 
.stated that negotiations are proceeding 
for the necessary rights at Prawle 
Point, The Lizard. Ushant. Oape Fin- 
istiere, Gibraltar, Malta, Algiers, Sar- 
dinia, Sicily, Greece', Alexandria, Aden, 
the Canary islands and Australian 
points. The promoters predict that they 
will be able to transmit telegrams at 
the rate of two pence a word. 



HEADED OFF. 



Dowel's Command Forced to Retire 
Northward. 

London, Dec. 4. — Gen. Kitchener re- 
ports from South Africa that the mount- 
ed troops of Gen. Knox wore engaged 
all day long on Sunday with part of 
Gen. Do wet's- forces north of Rethulie. 
The Boors, he adds, were headed off, 
and retired in a northeasterly direction. 

Ottawa, Dee. 4. — In answer to inquir- 
ies made by the militia authorities as to 
when the Canadian nurses in South 
Africa are to return, Ool. Otter says he 
left them at Pretoria, and has not heard 
of thorn since. 



DISASTROUS TRAIN WRECK. 

Light Men Killed and Twenty Injured 
on the Southern Pacific. 

Sacramento, Ciil., Dec. 4. — A work 
train, carrying its crew of between 25 
and 30 track repairers, backed into a 
freight train a few miles cast of Suisun, 
on the Southern Pacific road, to-day, nnil 
in the wreck which followed, 8 men wore 
killed and 20 more injured, many of 
them seriously. It appears that the 
freight (rain had the right of way and 
was running at full speed, in order to 
meet and pass another freight at Sui- 
sun. The work train should have been 
"ii a siding, and was making for it at a 
good speed, when it collided with the 
freight. At the time there was a 
heavy fog prevailing anil it was possible 
to discern objects' for only n short dis- 
tance, so the shock of the colliding 
trains was terrific. All the casualties 
ai-> reported to be among the men of the 
working crew, as the engineers and 
firemen jumped to save themselves. Over 
200 feet of track was torn up and the 
cars were smashed and piled upon each 
other in every conceivable shape.

The eighth annual dinner of the Van- 
couver Inland Ploekniasters' Association 
took [dace in the Quuinlcban Hotel at 
Duncan, 10. & N. railway, on the 1st 
December, under the presidency of Mr. 
T. A. Woods, ,1.1'., who I'm- several 
years tilled the secretary's - olllce or the 
association and had much to do with its 
success. The president wa.s supported 
by tho lion. .1. II. Turner, minister of 
linunee and agriculture, and Hon. D, 
M. Dberts, attorney-general-, Mr. C. II. 
Dickie, M.P.I', for Cowichnu, and Cupt. 
Hurkley, R.N., who for seven years ably 
occupied the president's chair. All the 
original initiators of the Kloekmasters' 
Association were present, with the ex- 
ception of the late Mr. Win. Drinkwater, 
,1.1'., and who only recently was re- 
moved by the hand of death, to the 
great loss of tho district and the regret 
of all who knew him — n man who, one 
of the pioneer of Oowichan, had taken 
an active part in tiny movement for the 
good of the district and was honored 
as reeve of the municipality for many 
years. One of the Inst of the best type 
of the genuine old English farmers. 

Letters of apology were read from Sir 
Henri .Toly de Lotbiniere, the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, who wan unable to be 
present from illness; Premier Dunsmilir, 
absent from the province, and Mr. Ralph 
Smith.

Efforts are being made, it is reported, 
to arrange with the Oregon Railway & 
.Navigation Company, who are to re-es- 
tablish their Oriental line, that their 
vessels cull at Victoria, as they did 
when tin.- line was in service before it 
went out of the business, three years 
■ago or thereabouts. 

In arranging for their service, the O. 
It. & N. Co. have looked to British Co- 
lumbia for men to act for them. -Ulan 
'Cameron has just resigued his position 
as freight agent of the C. 1\ li. at Van- 
couver, to take the position of Asiatic 
manager for the new line, with otllees 
at Hongkong. He will exercise com- 
plete control of the business of the line 
an the Far East. Allan Cameron has 
been stationed iu British Columbia fur 
the C. P. It. since 1887, and regret will 
no- doubt be felt on his t'oiu;,'. But with 
the natural regret which will be felt by 
all who had business or social relations 
with Mr. Cameron, there will bo a gen- 
eral congratulation on the fact that by 
leaving, he assumes an even more re- 
sponsible position than that which he 
•has tilled so well iu the past, and that 
tho emolument will be correspondingly 
increased. 

The O. It. & N. has done a big ship- 
ping business for many years. Its new 
line will commence operations between 
Portland, Ore., and Hongkong at the be- 
ginning of the year. The usual ports of 
call will be Yokohama, Kobe, Nagasaki, 
Woosung (Shanghai) and Amoy. Two 
splendid Clyde-built freighters, tho In- 
drupuru and ludravelli, have been pur- 
chased, and the former is expected in 
Portland early in January, and the lat- 
ter three weeks later. They have a 
cubic carrying capacity of i),700 tons, 
are 400 feet long, with a beam of -19 
feet nnd depth of 2S feet. Their gross 
coal bunker capacity is 1,200 tons. 



NORTHERN STEAM BBS.

At a meeting of the Vancouver Board 
Of Trade, held on Monday, a communica- 
tion from Messrs. Johnson & Burnett 
was read, announcing tluit the firm had 
received a cablegram from parties able 
to supp'y the necessary vessels.

The vessels 
proposed to be supplied would bo first - 
class in every particular, capable of 
steaming fifteen knots per hour, and of 
ample carrying capacity, for both 
freight and passenger. The finance 
committee, which has in charge tho other 
proposition of this nature, will report on 
the subject.

TOTEMS FOB LIVERPOOL. 

Steamer Nell Arrives Prom Northern 
British Columbia Ports With a 
Budget of Advices. 

Steamer Nell arrives yesterday morn- 
ing from the North. Included in her 
cargo were some shipments of Indian 
curios, collected by Dr. Newcombe at 
Skidegate during his recent trip to the 
islands. There were two large totem 
poles, which are to be shipped on the 
ship Naiad, when she leaves here to- 
morrow or the following day, for Liver- 
pool, having been disposed of to th» 
Liverpool museum. There are also an- 
cient coppers cut in the strange forms 
of the Ilaidah craftsmen. Also carv- 
ed boxes, decorated with Indian paint- 
ings and carvings. The other larger to- 
tems brought, down by the 1). (.1. S. 
Quadra for the Ottawa museum are to 
be shipped East to-day. 

News was given by the olllcers of tho 
Nell that information had reached them 
of ii food shortage at Massett. They 
were to have taken over supplies from 
Port Simpson, but the rough weather in- 
terfered with the trip. Although they 
did not believe there would be any ac- 
tual suffering at the town on the Queen 
Charlottes, there would, it was expected, 
be much inconvenience, owing to the re- 
ported shortage. 

At Skidegate, a new industry was be- 
ing established by (/.apt. Oliver nnd 
others, interested with him iu the oil 
works there. They were preparing to 
can clams for local and Faster . markets. 
The Nell took over a big consignment 
of box lumber for the canners. Indians 
were out getting clams for them when 
the steamer left. The oil taken has not 
been so jrood this year as last. There 
was a large potlatch going on at Skide- 
gate, which was occupying the atten- 
tion of the siwash population. 

At Bella Bella, the Indians were 
building up Geetown, as they called the 
new village they were building some two 
miles below the old village. At Alert 
Bay prepn rations were said to lie under 
way for Indian feasting.

\t the meeting of the Council of. the 
Board of Trade yesterday, the Presi- 
dent, W. A. Ward, brought up a very 
impo'rtant matter, namely, the greater 
cost to vessels coming to British Colum- 
bia ports for foreign cargoes as com- 
pared with the charges on similar ves- 
sels going to Puget Sound. Mr. Ward 
showed that, while much of the com- 
plaint made by ship-owners against Brit- 
ish Columbia on this score may be base- 
loss, and that in some cases a mountain 
is made out of a mole-hill, he also ad- 
mitted that there is some ground of 
complaint. This matter has been de- 
bated very frequently at meetings of tin- 
Board of Trade and Council, but wc 
think this is the first occasion when any 
attempt has been made to take action in 
the premises. An efficient committee, 
consisting of Mr. Ward, Mr. McQu.ide 
and Capt. Cox, has been nppoiuted, and 
its duty is to prepare a memorial set- 
ting forth all the facts, the intention 
being to take the subject up later -with 
the local and federal governments, to 
see if something cannot be devised which 
will place British Columbia foreign 
trade upon a better footing. This action 
is timely, because trade on the Pacific 
Ocean is likely to increase greatly in the 
immediate future, anil it is of the high- 
est importance that the commerce of 
this province shall not be in any way 
handicapped by reason of difficulties 
■which can be removed. 



plying to the ease of an Indian. There 
can he no manner of doubt that what 
'arliament had in ' view, in providing 
that persons disqualified from provincial 
registration should be allowed to vote 
on taking tho pretwribed oath, was those 
persons, who in British Columbia or 
any other province, are excluded from 
the franchise by such provisions as that 
in our local act of 1890. The object of 
the last federal franchise act was clear- 
ly to adopt the provincial franchise, 
subject to euch changes as might give 
a vote to those persons who, for some 
temporary reason were disqualified in 
provincial elections. The provision 
authorizing persons to vote after tak- 
ing a certain oath could never be in- 
tended to introduce a new olemeut al- 
tosother into die vot ers' lists. 

SIBERIAN TRADE. 
The Colonist's reference to the possi- 
bility of building up a trade with Siberia 
was the subject of discussion at yester- 
day's meeting of the Council of the 
Board of Trade, and an effort is to be 
made to enlist the co-operation of the 
Boards of Trade of Vancouver and 
Nunnimo in urging upon the federal 
government the necessity of taking 
action immediately in order that Canada 
may be placed upon the best possible 
footing in that matter. We are very 
confident that the business men of the 
cities named will be very prompt in 
joining hands with ours in doing what- 
ever lies in thoir power in the direction 
indicated. 

As far Ms we are aware the Dominion 
government ha* as yet done nothing to 
open a market for Canadian products in 
Siberia. There are perhaps sufficient 
reasons for this, hut there is no need of 
discussing this point at present. The 
thing to be done is to get the govern- 
ment to lake an interest in tho question 
now. The Colonist lias on many oi 
simis, recently, claimed that Sir Wilfrid 
Lauried looked too much eastward and 
too little westward. It is time that his 
attention was directed towards the 
Asiatic field. An enormous business can 
be built up there, and there is no good 
reason for delaying aelion any longer.

SOUTH AFRICAN MEMORIAL. 

Tho Patriotic Memorial Committee 
has asked the press to invite suggestions 
as to the best way of commemorating 
the services of the British Columbia 
boys in South Africa. We gladly coin- 
ply with the request. Will our readers 
kindly forward their suggestions? Wc 
hope there will be a good many letters, 
and that most of them will be brief. 
The committee appear to want sugges- 
tions, not arguments. Nevertheless, it 
is only reasonable to permit correspond- 
ents to make out a case for their sugges- 
tions, if they want to.

ORIENTAL VOTERS. 

There seems to be an impression 
abroad that the decision of Chief 
Justice McColl entitles Japanese to vote 
at the election to lie held in Burrard dis- 
trict to-morrow. This is a mistake. The 
application was to compel the Collector 
of Votes to allow a Japanese, who has 
hecome naturalized, to register. * Regis- 
tration now will not affect the right to 
rote to-morrow. This depends, in the 
case of persons whoso names have been 
omitted from the list, upon whether or 
not they come within the excepted 
classes iu the Provincial Franchiso Act. 
The law of the province declares that 
no Chinaman, Japanese or Indian shall 
have his name placed on the voters' list, 
and this includes persons of the Japanese 
or Chinese race who have become natur- 
alized. In 3S0I) the provincial law was 
changed, ami it was provided that no 
Judge of the Supreme Court, no Sheriff, 
•or Deputy Sheriff, no employee of the 
Provincial Government, who is in re- 
ceipt of salary of at least $300 per an- 
num, no sailor, marine or soldier on 
lull pay iu the Imperial service, and no 
officer in the Imperial service on full 
pay shall be entitled to have his name 
placed on the register. This does not 
apply to ministers" of the crown, the 
Speaker of the 'House nor the members 
of the Legislature. We do not think 
that any court would regard these two 
sets of exceptions as similar in char- 
acter. The reasons for the exception 
of an officer of the Imperial army, for 
example, are very different to those ap-

The disadvantage under which the 
shipping interests of British Columbia 
are laboring was one or the important, 
matters discussed at tile meeting of the 
council of the British Columbia Board 
of Trade held at the rooms yesterday 
morning. The discussion arose from 
the consideration of a letter from Fred. 
J. Claxtou, who wrote to the board as 
follows: 

"Not being aware of any action hav- 
ing been taken by the board of trade 
with regard to the decision of our 
government to send a contingent to take 
part in the Australian federation cere- 
monies, 1 beg to suggest the propriety 
of your taking stops to interest tin; 
other boards of trade throughout tin; 
Dominion in joint action, impressing 
upon the government the great import- 
ance to Canada of building up trade re- 
lations with our sister colonies in the 
l'acitic, and urging them to reconsider 
their determination and scad a represen- 
tative contingent. The .Manufacturers' 
Associations of Eastern Canada are do- 
ing all they can to cultivate this Aus- 
tralian trade, ami we know well the 
great possibilities that exist in that 
direction. British Columbia is more in- 
terested than any other province, and 
will realize immense benefits in the fu- 
ture. Prompt action is necessary, I 
think, hence I would wire to the Premier 
and the boards of trade in Montreal 
and Toronto and write to all the other 
beards of trade? and manufacturers' as- 
sociations, asking them for their co-oper- 
ation." 

President W. A. Ward, in speaking to 
this letter, said, from what be had no- 
ticed in press reports, the government 
have taken some action in this mat- 
ter. A suggestion had been made that 
Hon. Mr. Mulock be appointed to repre- 
sent the Dominion. He did not agree 
with the writer, that tile government 
should go to the expense of sending n 
contingent. The people of Australia, ho 
said, were willing to trade with the 
Dominion, and give it the preference, 
provided Canada could lay down its 
goods in the colonies tis cheap as the 
people to the south of the Dominion. 
Canada, however, labored under disad- 
vantages. The American traders could 
bettor handle the goods. They bad 
steamship lines going to Sydney. Mel- 
bourne and the centres of the colonies, 
and had sailing ships carrying general 
cargoes. The Australian consumers 
were now using timber produced by 
Americans, canned goods and general 
manufactures made in New York and 
Eastern points, and shipped thence. 
There were not enough manufactories on 
the Coast, and not much was shipped 
from the Coast, except feed stuffs, tim- 
ber and salmon. Unfortunately, the 
fish all comes at the same time, and, 
there is a difficulty in getting the ship- 
ments out. Owing to the fact that it is 
all ready for shipment about the same 
time, freight space is not to be secured 
on the steamers and shipments are 
left over. Because of the irregularity 
thus occasioned, the Australian buyers 
prefer to trade; with San Francisco and 
American points. The board of trade, 
he suggested, should urge upon the the 
government the necessity of sending a 
representative to Australia to see what 
coul'i be done to ameliorate the condi- 
tions which caused the disadvantages, 
and also usge upon the government tho 
tho need of assisting the trade of this 
province by giving the shippers the 
facilities for getting their goods there. 

The president here concluded, but on 
Mr. C. IT. Lugrin urging that be, being 
so conversant with shipping matters, 
favor the board with further details of 
the disadvantages with which the trade 
of the province was handicapped, ho 
continued. He had been in conversation 
a few days since, he said, with Man- 
ager Woods, of the Moody ville saw 
mills, on the subject of the differences 
shippers are obliged to pay in this prov- 
ince, compared with those charged on 
Puget Sound. The charterers in Brit- 
ish Columbia were obliged to pay half a 
crown more to load here in British Co- 
lumbia than had to be paid for Paget 
Sound loading. Ho himself bad tried to 
get a British vessel to load in this prov- 
ince for Capetown, but a British vessel 
could not be secured, and he had to try 
San Francisco. The charter called for 
the payment, of 75 shillings per thousand 
on Puget Sound anil 77 shillings and 
pence for British Columbia loading. 

One of the contentions advanced In re- 
gard to the increased charges made hero 



was that it was dearer to load in Brit- 
ish Columbia than on Puget Sound, 
where there was free pilotage. Yet tho 
pilotage charges did not amount lo 
more than U cents per thousand feet, 
based on a vessel carrying 1,00(1,0110 
feet. The Californiau Shipping Com- 
pany was, perhaps, one of the largest 
shipping companies on this coast, they 
owning about thirty vessels. This com- 
pany was interested in mills, grocers, 
ship chandlers, etc., and they saw to it 
that their ships were supplied by those 
with whom they were interested. Take, 
for instance, the vessels loading from 
this side. They all went to Port Town- 
send to be supplied with ship chandlery 
and supplies, which were snipped up 
from San Francisco. They also went to 
l'ort Townsend, for the most part, for 
their crews. The owners of these ves- 
sels charged the British Columbia char- 
terer with the towage to l'ort Townsend 
from the mill at which they were loaded 
in British Columbia, and generally with 
the two days lost in going there. They 
charged two days demurrage for this. 
The British Columbia shippers were 
obliged to pay handsomely, while, a.s a 
matter of fact, there was not more than 
25 cents per thousand difference. 

Then complaints had been made bo- 
cause of extra charges made by the 
Puget Sound Towing Company, with 
headquarters at Seattle, which con- 
trolled most of the towbonts in these 
waters. The company, when asked why 
they charged more to come here, said, if 
their boats came to Victoria at night, 
they had to pay $5 for a clearance after 
hours, that is, $3 for customs officer, and 
S3 for extra services on securing pilot- 
age certificate. These things were count- 
ed and chalked up against the British 
Columbia shipper. The ship owner 
usually took a round sum and charged it 
up to coyer all such ex- 
tras, all of which went to 
handicap the shipper. It was quite 
true that the tugs were foreign boats 
and had to pay, but the ship bad to pay, 
too. 

Again, the British Columbia men bad 
no markets for their lower grades. The 
tariff wall on the other side of the line 
prevented a sale of the lower grades 
there, and there was much that had in 
consequence to be burned. On the other 
side of the Sound the mills could ship 
their lower and inferior grades to Cal- 
ifornia and the Eastern States. 

With these difficulties confronting the 
British Columbia shipper, it was easy 
to be seen that he could not compete 
foreign as well, not being able to get tho 
same prices as the shippers on the Am- 
erican side. The only way out was for 
Canada to build it own shipping and as-' 
sistance should be given to that end, and 
in otherwise assisting the Canadian 
shipping by the Dominion government. 1 
lie understood that the provincial legis- ' 
lature, in its programme of legislation 
lor the advancement, id' the province, 
iiad a step in view for the advancement 
of British Columbia shipping. Hon. 
Mr. Eberts had, in conversation with 
the speaker, said that it was the inten- | 
'.ion of the provincial government to 
bring in some legislation for the as- 
sistance of shipping m this manner. 

This charge of half a crown a thou- 
sand more for lumber shipped in this 
province retarted the industry, and 
MoodyviUe was idler than it should he 
on this account. The speaker then point- 
ed to the instance of the Dunreggan 
coming here for repairs, to show that al- 
though British ships such as she is 
are towed in to the Sound to be supplied 
and outfitted, they come here for re- 
pairs. The facilities were here and re- 
pairs could be made as well anil as 
cheaply on this side. \ 

What was wanted here, the president 
said, was a British Columbia tugboat I 
company. A good tugboat company' 
should be established here. The govern- 
ment should bonus them. j 

The council, at the conclusion of Mr. 
Ward's remarks, passed a resolution en- 
dorsing Mr. Claxton's suggestion for 
trade relations with Australia, and also 
moved that a committee be appointed to 
investigate the matters brough up by j 
Mr. Ward and others, in connection with 
provincial shipping interest?, and pre- j 
pare a paper in that regard for present- 
ation to the hoard. The committee was 
selected as follows: President W. A. 
Ward, Vice-President McQuade, Capt. 
J. (i. Fox and E. J. Palmer.

Council Has 

Warm Meeting 

Exciting Debate at the Special 
Session Over Craigflower 
Road. 



Very Little Progress Made— The 
Question Laid Over Again 
Till Monday. 



Once again have the members of the 
board of aldermen wrestled with the 
Craigflower routl dispute; once again 
has the council chamber resounded with 
the quickly-spoken words born of heated 
debate, and once again lias the dispute 
not been decided. But the aldermen 
will have another discussion at next 
Monday evening's regular session. On 
re-assembling after an adjourned meet- 
ing, the council again went into com- 
mittee of the whole on the Craigflower 
Eoad lie-opening By-law. Then for 
two hours the debates waxed warm, at 
times the arguments becoming so per- 
sonal as to cull for the intervention of 
the Mayor. The major portion of the 
evening was taken up in discussing 
whether or not the words " not hereto- 
fore being public or crown land shall be 
taken," etc., should be maintained in 
Clause 2 of the new by-law. The por- 
tions of the by-law which are material 
read as follows: 

"1. All thai piece of laud which runs 
diagonally through blocks N aud 1', Victoria 
AVest, being a portion of Section 31. Kscuil- 
inult district, of the full width of sixty-six 
OjG) feet, and which said piece of land, or 
some part thereof origin nllv formed a por- 
tion of the Cralgllower road, so closed as 
aforesaid, is hereby declared to be a public 
highway, and Is from the date hereof, re- 
opened to public truffle, aud any laud neces- 
sary for the pin-po.su not being heretofore 
public or crown land, shall be taken, enter- 
ed upon, expropriated and used for such 
purpose. 

"•J. In the event of the owners of the lots 
through which the said road hereby re-open- 
ed passes, failing to prove a title to the 
land so taken therefor, the corporation 
shall refund to such owners In lieu of com- 
pensation for the laud taken, the whole of 
the taxes heretofore paid by them In res- 
pect of such land to the city of Victoria, 
icc'ther with Interest on the same at the 
Talo Of ?ix per cent, per annum." 

Aid. Stewart objected to the retention 
in Clause 1 of the words " not heretofore; 
public or crown lands." He wanted to 
know what they meant. 

The Mayor— It means that if we take 
any other land than that mentioned we 
must pay for it. 

Aid. Stewart — I do not like those 
words at all. Their retention will lead 
to endless legal complications. 

Aid. Yates wanted to know if Aid. 
Stewart would be in Tavor of paying 
somebody for crown lands. 
^ Ahl, Stewart replied that he certainly 
Would Hot, 

Aid. Kinsman remarked that the by- 
law which had been brought in by the 
city solicitor at the regular session on 
Monday evening, which did not contain 
those words, had been prepared at the 
express instruction of the council, and 
was now thrown aside. That by-law, 
he thought, would have provided a fail- 
remedy. But apparently some of the 
alderm/in now contended that the claim- 
ants to the property did not own the 
land. If they ilid not, who did? Ttfey 
were the parties who had bought 
the land in 1861, paiil for it, 
and were afterwards assessed for 
taxes by the government. When the 
city closed the road, It fell to the govern- 
ment. Then the government said they 
did not own it. Now it was contended 
that the land did not belong to the indi- 
vidual property owners. Did the alder- 
men not think, in all fairness, that it be- 
longed by best right to the men who 
bought it, paid for it, and paid tuxes on 
it? Why, he asked, did they not go on 
with the by-Jaw brought in the previous 
evening ? That would provide a fair 
settlement. 

Aid. Williums was of the opinion of 
Aid. Stewart that the by-law under dis- 
cussion would, if passed, only lend to 
legal diillculties. If the property own- 
ers had a just claim to the land, why 
drag them through the courts to prove 
the title? Why not expropriate the 
land, pay the men for their lots, and 
have an end of the difficulty? 

Aid. Stewart wanted the words he ob- 
jected to strucirout. Of course, if the 
people proved title to their property, 
they should be paid for it. 

Aid. Beckwith expressed himself as of 
the opinion that Aldermen Williams, 
Kinsman and Stewart were needlessly 
seeking trouble. The council hud been 
assured a few months ago that tin. 1 
claimants to the property had the neces- 
sary deeds. In expropriating the road- 
way the city would have had to expro- 
priate the lots and pay for the latter by 
arbitration. This be thought a fair 
proposition. The by-law protected all 
parties concerned. It was not fair to 
insinuate that the council was trying to 
beat anybody. 

Aid. Stewart— If the crown owns the 
land, it is theirs. The words would 
lead to endless litigation. 

Aid. Kinsman— If Aid. Beckwith 
wants to act so fairly in the matter, 
why does ho not take up the by-Jaw 
which was introduced last night? 

Aid. Beckwith— I have always said I 
-was in favor of compensation, and when 
the original by-law was drafted some 
months ago, 1 spoke to that effect aud 
consented to its being laid over so that 
a compensation clause could be added. 
To that all of tin- aldermen agreed, and 
that is embodied in the by-law before us 
now. No property owner will have the 
slightest difficulty in getting fair treat- 
ment. 

Aid. Yates then traced the history of 
the by-law up to the present time: and, 
continuing, remarked that it looked to 
him as if some of the property owners 
did not want a settlement. 

Aid. Cameron— Certainly they do not. 
They do not want the road opened at 
all. 

Aid. Brydon -was of the opinion tuat 
the words were all right. If they were 
to be expunged, the whole by-law might 
as well be dropped. There was no dan- 



ger of any unnecessary litigation follow- 
ing the adoption of the by-law. The 
arbitrators would simply come together 
and arrange u settlement. If the prop- 
erty owners' titles were good, they 
should have no hesitancy in going ahead 
with the matter. It was too bad that 
the people of Victoria West had been 
put to great expense over this unfortu- 
nate dispute. 

Aid. Kinsman said it was no fault of 
the city that the residents of Victoria 
West had spent over $1,000 on the mat- 
ter. They had got nothing for their 
trouble except to establish that the city 
had the right to ciose the road, lie re- 
iterated that the city and provincial 
government had both relinquished their 
right to the road. And the question 
now was: Why owned it? Why should 
the people have been taxed if they did 
not owii it? And, again, who wanted 
the road open? There bad been no peti- 
tions from the property owners for it to 
lie opened. "Those are the facts, gen- 
tlemen," remarked Aid. Kinsman on re- 
suming his Beat. 

The Mayor expressed a wish that the 
aldermen would proceed with the by-law, 
so that a long-desired settlement might 
be reached. 

The debate continuing, Aid. Kinsman 
put the question to Aid. Beckwith: Why 
should he be compelled to prove title to 
his property? If the city disputed it, 
let them prove it was not his. 

Aid. Hall had all along been in favor 
of compensation, and was still of the 
same mind, but he objected to the reten- 
t ! on in the by-law of the words Aid. 
Stewart had mentioned. 

Aid. Stewart— I think those words 
have been inserted in a vindictive spirit. 

Aid. Yates— I must ask that the alder- 
man withdraw that expression. 1 will 
not consent to have it applied to my ac- 
tion at thin board in this matter. 

Aid. Beckwith also objected to the ex- 
pression. 

The Mayor— 1 think. Aid. Stewart, you 
must withdraw the words. 
Aid. Stewart— All right; I will do so. 
Aid. Kinsman— But you can think 
what you like. Aid. Stewart. 
Aid. Stewart— Yes; I can think what 

I like. I 

Aid. Cooley hen; arose and complained 
rather heatedly of what he termed Aid. 
Stewart's "insulting remarks," directed 
at members of the board. 

The Mayor— Please don't interrupt. 
Aid. Cooley. 

Continuing. Aid. Stewart contended 
that the clause was so worded that the 
property owners would not get a cent 
' for thelf land. 

Aid. Cooley— If they have the proper 
deeds, the city will compensate them', If 
nut, they will get nothing, and properly 
so. 

The Mayor remarked that he did not 
think Aid. Williams, Stewart nor Kins- 
man understood the clause thoroughly, 
else they would not, as representatives 
of the city, oppose the retention of words 
which protected the city's interests in 
the matter. 

Aid. Kinsman— Well, if you can't, set- 
tle this matter, and settle it fairly, let it 
lie over till the Day of Judgment. 

The Mayor— Now, Aid. Kinsman, that 
is a little vindictive on your part. 

Aid. Kinsman— Well, if it is, let it be 
so, 

Aid. Cameron, in response to tin 
enquiry from the Mayor, said he could 
not see his way clear to support the by- 
law. To him it had always appeared 
that if the parties who wanted the road 
opened and those who wanted it closed 
could not agree, the council could not set- 
tle the question. The crown had given 
up its right to the road when the city 
limits were extended. Later, the city 
closed be road. The question of own- 
ership was the one before the council, 
lie was of the opinion that the city aud 
government had forfeited all rights to 
the road, aud that the people in posses- 
sion who had paid the taxes were en- 
titled to the property. Personally, be 
favored the road being opened on the 1 >- 
cal improvement system. The ordinary 
course of procedure in that event would 
be to ask the property owners if they 
wanted the road opened. If they did 
not, the road should not be opened, lie 
could not support the by-law, as it was 
not a remedy fur the- matter. 

Aid. Beckwith made a lengthy defence 
of the by-law in his efforts to serum 
a settlement, repeating the arguments he 
used on previous occasions. 

As a way out of the deadlock— for the 
evening, at all events— the Mayor sug- 
gested that the aldermen should take the 
by-law home with them and read it care- 
fully, and be prepared tn ileal with it 
next Monday evening. This was con- 
sented to and the board adjourned.

omy. 

In the sixteen months that have elapsed 
since the Institution of the registrar's ofllec, 
with the Small Debts and Stipendiary Mag- 
istrate's courts, the board lluil that the 
following business lias been transacted bv 
the official in charge: Supremo court writs 
Issued. 51; County court writs Issued, 50; 
bills of sale Hied. 55: Small Debts sum- 
monses Issued. 520: criminal cases tried. 75. 

The revenue accruing to the government 
from the above business the board take to 
be Mime $1,500; the ofuc'nl's salary for the 
same period being .$'2,000.

In 
several oftlces he tills, more work and res- 
ponsibility thrust on him. than should lie 
plaeed mi I he shoulders of any single of 11- 
cer. Besides which. It is obviously bad In 
principle to put administrative and Judicial 
authority In the same hands. 

The splendid mineral prospects that are 
now in course of development In this ciimn. 
the large amount of capital thnt has come 

and Is 'nc Into this country— In spile 

of discouraging legislation— and the One re- 
st Its thnt have been shown In the shape 
of nold production In the past two seasons, 
not to mention the revenue thai the govern- 
ment has drawn from tills district, demand 
a measure of consideration, and that fair, 
or rather fostering, attention that Is shown 
In similar conditions in other parts of the 
Empire.

spoke of the new cement works, in 
which be was also interested. It was to 
be established, he said, on Todd's inlet 
on Saanich Arm, eight or nine miles 
from Sidney. The property hud been 
purchased by the people in the East who 
are interested in the establishment of 
the works. Mr. Keith Fisher, formerly 
of the Vancouver cement works, was 
here regarding the venture. He had 
also beard that there was a movement 
on foot for the re-establishment of the 
Vancouver works, and also for the estab- 
lishment of works on the Sound. There 
was not room for them all, but the one 
here on Todd's inlet, producing as it 
would good cement, would Bud a large 
sale for it. The cement would be 
shipped by water. There was good clay 
and chalk for the manufacture of 
cement in the locality mentioned. Good 
assays had been secured by the com- 
pany, both in British Columbia and the 
United States. 

President Ward also spoke of the 
markets for Canadian products in 
Siberia, his attention having been drawn 
to that feature of trade by the editorial 
in yesterday's Colonist in that regard. 
He said that reports had reached him 
that the Russian government were 
placing a high protective tariff in effect 
regarding Siberian imports. He would 
urge upon the government to endeavor to 
secure reciprocal trade. Russia was n 
bard country to deal with, but he under- 
stood the people of Siberia were now 
much opposed to American traders. 
They had shipped goods to that part of 
Eastern Asia which were not as stated 
when the- orders were taken, and there 
was a desire on the part of the Eastern 
traders to get even, as it were. He 
called attention to the growing trade 
from San Francisco and Pnget Sound. 
Large shipments of Hour were being 
made from there. Last year a number 
of shipments of grain had been made 
from the Northwest Territories. Oats 
had also been shipped. There was a 
great market there. The people there 
wanted not only Hour, but timber and 
all sorts of things. It would be well 
for the Dominion government to send a 
commissioner there in the interest of 
I rude. There was a market for Hour 
nnd beef, and in fact for nearly every- 
thing. This was an important matter 
for the shippers of British Columbia. 

C. II. Lugriu said he had been told in 
conversation some time ago with Mr. 
Kenyon, the Siberian traveller, that 
there was much lumber in Siberia. There 
was a belt of forest from the Sea of 
Azov to the Ural mountains. The 
Siberian rivers, though, all ran to tho 
north, and could not be used for the 
transport of the lumber. There was no 
way uf tapping the forests except oy 
rail. So for years Siberia would have 
to depend upon other countries for her 
timber. There was also n belt of 
forest at the head of the Amur, hut 
that river ill afforded transportation 
facilities, and the held for the sale of 
timber in Siberia was all that shippers 
could desire. The timber there, too, 
was inferior to that of British Columbia. 
There was spruce and lir— similar to the 
Fastern fir — in quantity, but all inferior 
to the British Columbia timber. In re- 
gard to Hour, the west of Siberia could 
produce a great deal of grain, but does 
not do so. That part of the country 
which did grow tho grain, rather than 
supply the Asiatic coast centres, would 
have to supply Russia, for it was to be 
icmembered thnt Russia, in consequence 
of her famines, would call for grain 
from Siberia. Much of the land In 
Russia seemed to llllYO lost its fertility, 
and thus Russia itself would have to 
depend upon Siberia for grain. 

He believed that thero Was a great 
market there for Canadian produce, 
and, holding such views, would move a 
resolution that steps be taken to influ- 
ence the (.overnment to use what en- 
deavors it could for the establishment of 
trade between Canada and the Asiatic 
country. A motion that other boards 
of trnili be asked to co-operate in the 
movement was incorporated in the reso- 
lution, which was carried.

ADVANCE VICTORIA. 

Kir:— We have witnessed this week a irreat 
cbuuiie In the enemy of the people of Vic- 
toria, and proof has been afforded of their 
determination to push what they consider 
a liood thluir to a successful issue. It Is 
patent to the most casual observer that the 
other Coast cities are alive to the fact that 
the race for trade can only lie won by self- 
sacrifice of much time, money ami spirited 
enterprise on the part of the public, litisi- 
ness and commercial men of the centres 
seeking to share the trade that Is offered. 
The fact that we have devoted a certain 
sum of money and pled cod the city's credit 
in tlie direction of obtaining belter facili- 
ties for import and export of the ixooja we 
buy and oiler for sale, is not sufficient to 
enable us to reach the desired iroul. The 
example of Seattle should he followed. Let 
tin- committees which carried the by-law to 
a successful termination orcanlzc them- 
selves Into a body bavltic for Its object 
the advancing, fostering and protection of 
the civic commercial, mtiuiifaeturlui! and 
mercantile Interests of Victoria. We have 
up to now shown that our local merchants 
have, by their fair and square dentins:* with 
the traders of the Yukon country, com- 
manded their confidence. We have shown 
ability in meetlmr the peculiar requirements 
of that particular trade, and with the as- 
sistance of anil association of men as out- 
lined, there is no reason to fear the ener 
jretlc efforts of our neighboring cities. Van- 
couver Is now maktnir a irreat push In this 
direction: they recojpsP'e the irreat advan- 
tage we had over them last year, and irreat 
exertions are helm; put forth to eet a lnrirer 
share of the business going. The im- 
portance of the Northern trade Is fully re- 
cognized, The fhjht to retain It for Victoria 
should be a strone one: nothlnir that we can 
do .should be left undone, no time or ex 
pense should be spared. Suggestions for 
Improved facilities, for quicker boats, and 
better and more careful handling of..n 
chandlse are offered, and an Improvement 
In the methods of advertising Victoria 
the Northern merchants should he adopted. 
In fact, more business and less politics. Our 
trade last year was of such dimensions that 
it Is worth a mighty- effort on our pari to 
eee that il Is not wrested from us. The re- 
ports Issued show the Immense business 
done, and the \alue of the merchandise 
handled. In this direction It Is noted that 
there was shipped bv the White Puss rail- 
way over their route, in a period of six 
months, thirty cars a day of thirteen tons 
each. This meant In round llcures 4(H) tons 
daily, 12.000 tons monthly.

Again, how.ls all that amount 
of irtime to be disposed of? I will be so bold 
as to state that out of the twenty-live deer 
which were seen ut the fishmongers still., 
not one-half of that number will be sold. 
Venison to most people Is no better, and to 
some not as trood. as beef or mutton: and a 
crcat many do not fancy it at all. And. as. 
unlike beef and mutton. It Is not a neces- 
sity of life, let It be protected, even If oulV 
for a few years, and give It an opportunity 
to increase. I think I but voice the sen- 
timents of every thorough sportsman when 
I say that 1 would be willing to have the 
huntlne bair limited to live, or even three 
deer a season for a detlnlte time, provided 
of course that the market would be restrict- 
ed In proportion. It Is utterly Inconsistent 
with reason to suppose that, on us small an 
area as that comprised by Vancouver Is- 
land, deer will continue to last. If some 
measures more strlnirent than those out 
forth by the Game Protection Act In lis 
present form, are not endorsed. We have 
nol to travel far to find a precedent of ex- 
tinction bv slaughter. The province of 
Manitoba and parts of the Northwest, for- 
merly overrun by thousands of bison 
fwrohglv termed buffalo) cannot to-dav 
boanl of even a score of these animals. Tliey 
have been hunted for their horns and skins 
to sueli nn extent that thev are now almost 
extinct: nlnng the line of the Canadian Pn- 
efie railway can be seen piles of bones 
lib-ached bv lone exposure to the weather, 
the last remnant of the bison In North 
America. Let this not be the case with the 
deer of Vancouver Island. On behalf of the 
sportsmen of the Island. I claim better pro- 
tection for our game.

There Is on exhibition In Messrs. Scott's 
gallery the clay model of the bust of Lord 
Strathcoua and Mount Uoyal that is to be 
executed In marble for the library of par- 
liament nt Ottawa. Lord Minto is chair- 
man of the committee which arranged for 
the bust. Tlie study, by Mr. Hamilton Mnc- 
Carthy, K.C.A., was made from sittings 
during the recent brief stay of tlie high 
commissioner In this country. Intimate 
friends of His Lordship say it Is a most 
remarkable likeness, which is the highest 
tribute thul can be paid to any artist. 

The model is about life size, and shows 
Lord Strathcomi In his most characteristic 
pose. The head Is turned slightly to the 
left, making the frontal view a llttlo more 
than three-quarter full. Thrown over the 
shoulders is the robe of his peerage with 
Hie star and ribbon decorations as Knight 
of St. Michael nnd St. George over the left 
breast. Firmness and determination arc 
stamped upon tlie features, brought out 
fa'thfully lu every detail In the strength 
and ruggeilness, yet the eyes, overshadowed 
almost by the shaggy brows, show that dig- 
niflcd good nature which Is an admirable 
trait In the life of Canada's foremost citi- 
zen. 

Mr. MncCarthy has contributed much to 
the nrt world during his career, and Is an 
artist In every sense of that term. Some 
of his best work Is abroad— In the cities of 
London, Brussels, Glasgow, nnd in Windsor 
Castle. Busts of prominent men are in 
Guild Hall, Merchant Tailors' Hall, Fish- 
mongers' nail, the Carleton Club; also In 
the castle of the King of Belgium.

THOMPSON BACK. 

Vancouver Man Homo Prom South At- 
r:_, rica— His Experience nt 
[y Paardobcrg. 

Vancouver, Dec. 4.— (Special)— C. C. 
Thompson, of the- first South African 
contingent, formerly of the Duke of 
Connausht's Own, Vancouver, arrived 
home to-day and was heartily greeted 
by his friends. Talking of the regiment, 
he said: "Our inarching was very fa- 
vorably commented upon. One night, ut- 
ter a hard march, when we had out- 
stepped all the other regiments, the Gor- 
dons sent a message to our camp, which 
read as follows: 'To the Boys of the 
Royal Canadian Regiment: What in 
hell are you trying to do with us?" Wo 
were always first behind the mounted 
men." 

Thompson fought from 9 n.m. until 
wounded at -1:30 at Paardeberg. He 
■was a few yards from Arnold when he 
fell. Of his own experience, Thompson 
says: 

"I was 5,00 yards from the enemy, 
when I felt as if my arm had been 
smashed with a sledge hammer, 
jumped up, shook myself and ran for 
cover. Then I felt a sting in the leg. 
I ran on, and the neit second I felt ns 
if ray back had been ripped wide open; 
then all was blank. My arm will be 
stiff for life, but the other wounds are 
nil right. You couldn't see the Boers 
We only saw one man all day at Paanle 
berg. He got up- on the trenches and 
pushed a tree aside. There was n yell 
from the crouching Canucks. Next day 
wo found him behind the trenches at the 
Toots of the tree. Wo counted CO 
wounds in him. The hospitals were nil 
Tight. I would have no kick coming if 
the orderly hadn't touched me for ?3.50, 
all I had." 

Thompson looks in perfect health, in 
spite of his three wounds.

HIGH SALARIES. 

Proposal For Philippine Supreme Court 
With Five Judges. 

» Washington, Dec. 4.— In the senate to- 
day, Mr. Stewart introduced a hill 
creating a Supreme Court of the Philip- 
pine Islands, with five judges, who are 
to bo appointed for life, and each of 
"whom is to draw a salary- of $20,000 per 
nullum. The bill provides for appeal on 
writs of error to the United States Su- 
preme court in all cases involving more 
than §20,000, and in those in which the 
constitution of the United States is in- 
volved. 

Speaking of his motive for placing the 
salary at so high a figure, Mr. Stewart 
said he had done so in order to Hecure 
men of character and professional 
standing for the- offices of judges.

At a well-attended meeting yesterday 
Of the committee appointed at a citizens' 
meeting a short time ago to look into 
the matter of arranging for the estab- 
lishing of a suitable memorial to the 
Victoria heroes who fell in the South 
African war, it was decided to ask the 
press lo invite suggestions from the pub- 
lic as to what form the memorial should 
take. Sub-committees were also ap- 
pointed to ascertain: First, the cost of 
establishing an infirmary for the indigent 
poor; second, to confer with the Jubilee 
hospital officials regarding the memorial; 
third, the cost and desirability of a 
monument which would be purely orna- 
mental. 

There were present His Worship 
Mayor Haywurd (in the chain, Major 
Williams, George Jeeves, W. J. Hauna, 
Bishop Cridge, Hev. Leslie Clay, Rev. 
10. S. Rowe, Dr. Ernest Hall, S. P. 
Mills, Q. C, Hev. Canon Beanlands, W. 
Kidgwiiy Wilson, Rev. Percivnl Jonas, 
and Herbert Cuthbert. 

In the absence of the secretary of the 
committee (II. I). Helmcken, Q. C, M. 
P. P.I, W. Ridgway Wilson consented 
to act as secretary of the meeting. A 
lengthy discussion took place as to how 
best to proceed with the matter in hand, 
those present holding widely different 
ideas as to what form the proposed 
memorial should lake. A motion being 
made by Key. Canon Beanlands, for the 
purpose of confining the decision in 
proper lines, the meeting decided in 
favor of an ornamental monument by a 
vote of li to 5. This decision, however, 
was considered as in no way binding 
upon the meeting. 

Mr. Cuthbert thought a free ward 
might be established at the Jubilee hos- 
pital, and, as supplementary to that, a 
drinking fountain erected in some cen- 
tral portion of the city — say at tin- corner 
of Douglas and Yates streets. 

Mr. Hannn thought an objection to a 
ward at tin- hospital was that it would 
not lie sufficient of an advertisement to 
the gallant deeds of the boys who fell. 
Perhaps a tablet with proper inscription 
.-it the entrance to the parliament build- 
ings would offset any such objections. 

Mr. Cuthbert mentioned that he had 
beard it stilted that the provincial gov- 
ernment nt the approaching session 
would make a grant for the erection of a 
provincial memorial. 

Mr. Mills thought a pretty design for 
a monument would bo a statue of the 
Queen, with' figures representative of 
tile colonies grouped around the pedestal. 
A suitable inscription would be: "Con- 
solidation of tho Empire — Blood Is 
Thicker Than Water." 

The Mayor pointed oat that it' Mr. 
Cuthbert'a information about the likeli- 
hood of the government making a grant 
for the memorial was correct, it might 
be well for the city to co-operate with 
them in that purpose. 

Mr. Clay was of the opinion that in 
the event of the government so acting, 
it would want to do so independently of 
the cities. 

Mr. Wilson thought other points in the 
province might be communicated with, 
with the object of enlisting co-operatioji; 
and to this Mr. Hauna remarked that 
Victoria should act independently in the 
matter. 

Mr. Jeeves was in favor o» steps being 
taken to secure one of the captured Boer 
guns, which would make a striking feat- 
ure of any monument which might be 
erected. 

General regret was expressed thai Mr. 
Helmcken was not present to offer sug- 
gestions as to the requirements of the 
hospital. 

Bishop Cridge thought much valuable 
information on the subject could be ob- 
tained if tho press were asked to invite 
suggestions from the public generally. 

After some further discussion, a reso- 
lution, proposed by Mr. Cuthbert, that a 
committee be appointed to interview the 
hospital authorities ns to what is want- 
ed, was curr.Ld. and Mr. Hannn, Mr. 
Cuthbert and Canon Beanlands were 
named as a committee. 

A suggestion thrown out by the Mayor 
that the question of establishing an in- 
firmary ought to be considered, met with 
favor, and a committee, consisting of the 
Mayor, Rev. Leslie Clay and S. P. Mills, 
was appointed to look into the matter. 

The idea of erecting a purely orna- 
mental monument was left in the hands 
of a committee consisting of Canon 
Beanlands, the Mayor and George 
Jeeves. 

It was also decided to ask the press 
to invite suggestions from the public; 
and the meeting then adjourned, to meet 
again next Tuesday.

CHILKAT IS RICH. 

Dr. Fraser of the N. W. M. V. Tells of 
Rich Discoveries in That District. 

Dr. S. M. Fraser, head of the N. W. 
M. P. on the Dalton trail, is down from 
the mining district recently discovered 
on tho Chilknt river. 

" None except the few who have been 
privileged to see for themselves." he 
said, " realizes the immense wealth of 
that district. Of course, in a general 
way it is known that the Chilknt and 
some of its tributaries are rich, but that 
it is actually as good as a gold-producer, 
so fur as developed, as Eldorado, is not 
understood, but the little work done last 
summer demonstrated that richer dirt 
was never discovered anywhere than in 
this district, 

" I know it to be a fact that thousands 
of dollars in gold wns taken from holes 
only a yard or so square on bedrock. 
From a hole eight feet square on bed- 
rock, Smith and Bigelow for days took 
out from 40 to 100 ounces of gold a day, 
and they never at any time worked 
more than ten men. 

"Glacier creek, on the Canadian side 
of the temporary line, is also very rich. 
Those who did their assessment work all 
found good pay. To test this creek 
some miners put in a steam pump on 
Jack Daltoa's claim. They were just 
getting into rich gravel when they were 
driven out by water. But their work 
demonstrated the richness of the creek. 

" Further south of Glacier the Salmon 
is known to be rich; also some of its 
■tributaries, particularly Nugget creek. 
One man took out several thousand dol- 
lars of gold from his Nugget claim. 

"The Salmon empties into the Chilkat 
a few miles below the Khlhenn, some of 
whose bars carry gold in paying quan- 
tities."

Prom Our Own Correspondent. 

Nanaimo, Dec. 4.— Immediately the 
citizens of Victoria had signified their 
good pleasure regarding the railway by- 
law, a firmer tone wns to be observed in 
all lines of business here. Real estate, 
which had been languishing for some 
time back, picked up in a remarkable 
way, and some lively exchanges at good 
figures took place, apparently entirely on 
the strength of the vote of confidence in 
themselves and their Island passed bj 
the people of Victoria. This gratifying 
advance in business has been well main- 
tained, and in spite of the awkward 
hindrance presented at this inopportune 
time by the discovery here of what is 
alleged to he smallpox, everything has an 
upward tendency in business, finance, 
real estate and speculation generally. 
An excellent sign of the times is the 
extraordinary scarcity of houses. They 
are simply not to be had for love or 
money, and where a family vacate for 
any reason, the place is snapped up Im- 
mediately. A good deal of building is 
going on, but not nearly enough to 
satisTy the demand. Last week and 
tM^ nut a few families moved in here 
from Vancouver, and they an? In the 
quandary >>f having no immediate pros- 
pect of "securing suitable dwellings for 
some time. Not to specify individuals, 
it may be said that the general trend of 
opinion amongst (lie most solid business 
people in Nanaimo is one Of hearty 
approval of the course adopted by Vic- 
toria. From what your correspondent 
can gather from conversations with 
merchants, mechanics, miners (employers 
and employed), and professional men, it 
can be said with safety that, had the 
by-law been submitted here, the majority 
for it would have been larger, in propor- 
tion to the population, than it wns at the 
capital. It is now expected that Van- 
couver Island is to see an era of devel- 
opment unprecedented in its history, and 
only to be paralleled in this province by 
the" rise of the Kootenays from nothing- 
ness to opulence and power. Nnnaimo 
stands ready to bear its full share of tho 
work. 

Shrewd observers who have visited 
Ladysmith and sojourned there long 
enough to give expression to their views, 
declare that the spring of 1901 there 
will see one of the greatest booms in the 
history of the country. A good many 
here n"re preparing for it. Your corres- 
pondent was talking to a man to-day 
who had just invested all his savings in 
a lot there, and he said that, although a 
comparative stranger, he had no hesita- 
tion in planting bis stake in the new 
city. Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir's promise to 
furnish the various conveniences asked 
for by the inhabitants has hud a great 
effect in deciding many people to cast in 
their lot with the rising seaport. 

The Coal City is to have a society 
wedding before long, the names of the 
high" contracting parties being yet in 
confidence. The lady is one of Nanaimo's 
prettiest buds, and the bridegroom to be 
has a name synonymous with jolly good 
fellowship. The only detail available at 
present is that it will probably bo the 
first wedding of the new century in this 
city and district. 

Another scientific "go" is scheduled 
for the evening of the loth instant be- 
tween a local clever one and n well- 
known lightweight from Vancouver, to 
take place somewhere around the city. 
The nlTair on Saturday night nt the 
opera house was a good exhibition of 
boxing. 

The annual billiard handicap tourna- 
ment is on at the Athletic Club, and 
some fine play is to be witnessed every 
evening. 

If the Nanaimo Rille' Club is approved 
of by the minister of militia, it is said 
here that pressure will be brought to 
bear to induce the government to erect 
a drill hall, to cost $10,000. It is point- 
ed out that New Westminster, with a 



smaller population than Nanaimo, has a 
line armory, and that everything has 
been done there to encourage the militia, 
while Nanaimo has had to fight long 
and earnestly for even the smallest con- 
cession. Unless the department grant 
power to erect a drill hall, it will mani- 
festly be difficult to keep the local com- 
panies up to the standard.
